Y an Act of Parliament made in the 75* and 8* 
Years of the Reign of his late Majeſty King 
William the Third, of Glorious Memory ; In- 

| tituled, Au Af for Encourazement of Seamen: It 

is Enafted, That every Seaman, who hall Serve his Ma- 

- jelty, his Heirs and Succellors, according to the Directions 

of that Act, ſhall have Paid and Allow of them, the Year- 

ly Sum or Bounty of Forty Shillings per Annum, over and 
beſides {uch other Pay and Allowances which he ſhall be 

Intituled to. 


In Obedience to the tice Act, and purſuant to the Rules 
therein preſcribed, many Seamen Regiſter'd themlzlves, 


and thereby became Intituled to the ſaid Yearly Bounty. 


There being Due to {uch as were Regiſter'd in the Fir/? 
Year after the ſaid At was made, the Sum of 16 289 L. 
The then Hon'® Houle of Commons, on the 10® of March 
1697, paſled the following Votes; 


Reſolved, That the Sum of 163891. Due to Regiſter 
Seamen, be Railed 1n the Year 16 2G 


Reſolved, That there be Allowed for the Charge, tor the 
Office for Regiſtring Seamen, the Sum of 27286 Pounds 
Five $: illings, to be Raiſed in the Year 16 9d. 


But no particular Fund having been appointed for that 
Purpole, thoſe Seamen never recety'd any Part of ſuch In- 
terided Bounty-Money; and many of them are ſince Dead. 


1's humbly hop'd and pray'd, That this Honourable Houſe 
will Eftabliſh ſome Fund, or Receive ſuch Propoſals 
as are Ready to be Offer'd, for Settling a Fund jor 
their Kelief. 
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
